

Mr. ALVIN MEISTER, 6824 — ^ 14th Street, Commander 
New Orleans Cadet Squadron, Civt: Air Patrol (CAP), advised 
that he joined the CAP Squadron -t: 19 54. He said that he 
believes he recognized LEE K OSWALD’S photograph, which 
appeared in the newspaper, bet was unable to state under 
what circumstances, if any, he had associated with the man. 

He said that he is reasonably certain that he did not know 
OSWALD from the CAP; that he did not know the latter to be 
a member of the CAP. 

HEISTER static that cadet files are kept for only 
one year after the cadet terminates his service. He said 
that he is reasonably certain that he will be unable to 
locate a file Identifiable with LEE H. OSWALD; however, he 
will search bis records on November 26, 1963, for such a

He sard"*tn??"S5SEIE left in 1953, 
worked for awhile with the cadets at Moisant Airport, returned 
in 1958, and worked until June, I960, at which time he was
